9.— The direct examina­ 
tion of Anarchist Fteldea was su sp ended, 
Satu rday morning, and the p rosecu tion 
cross-examined bim a t considerable length 
as to w hat he had said in bis sp eech a t the 
H aym arket May 4. 
The inflammatory p or­ 
tions of the sp eech were read to him and he 
adm itted saying nearly everything be was 
rep orted to have said, bu t declared the 
sp eech was garbled and that the rep orter 
had been instru cted to take only the inflam­ 
m atory sentences—a fact the rep orter, when 
examined, had admitted. 
Fielden said th at 
rep ort was not given fu ll enou gh to show 
his meaning, and th at he cou ld take e law ­ 
y er’s sp eech before a ju ry and by treating 
it the way his sp eech had been treated make 
an incendiary sp eech of i t 
After the cross-examination was con 
elu ded the direct examination was resu med 
and Attorney Foster, for the defense, asked 
him to exp lain what he m eant -When be said 
there were p remonitions of danger in the 
p resent skate of society.

9.—The fu neral 
of Hon. Samu el J. Tilden brou ght hu ndreds 
of p rominent men from ell p arts of the 
cou ntry to this qu iet village Hatu rdsy, 
among those from abroad being the p resi­ 
dent of the United States, Secretary Kndi- 
cott, CoL Lamont, Congressman Morrison, 
Gen. LeFevre, of Ohio; Maj. Gen. 
Scho­ 
field, Sam J. Randall; Dr. George I> Miller 
of Omaha, and m any notable New Yorkers^ 
among them Charles A. Dana, Congress­ 
man Hewitt, and Smith M. Weed. 
The 
body was p laoed in the casket and taken 
to the blu e-room abou t 8:50 a m., and there 
lay while thoee who bad known the dead 
man in life took a farewell locfc a t his feat­ 
u res, which, white showing some em acia­ 
tion, did not su ggest th at the dead had u n­ 
dergone any extended or considerable p hys­ 
ical su ffering. 
The p resident was among those 
who 
p assed toe casket, having arrived a t Grey- 
stone at 9:40, accomp anied by Secretary 
Endicott and CoL Lamont. 
He stop p ed a 
moment a t the casket and looked earnestly, 
at the dead faca

Mr. John Bigelow, and showing that he was 
far from strong y e t There werea nu mber of 
associations also p resent, inclu ding delega­ 
tions from Tammany, the bar (headed by 
William M. Evarts), Irving hall, the cou nty 
Democracy, and the New York city govern­ 
ment. 
Governor Hil did not arrive u ntil 
the fu neral ceremonies had been begu n. 
The fu neral rites were p erformed by Rev. 
W. J. Tu cker, of Andover, Mass., and were 
according to the form u sed by the Presby­ 
terian chu rch. 
The mu sic was rendered by 
the choir of the Madison avenu e Presby­ 
terian chu rch, and consisted of the hymns 
“Abide W ith Me,” “One Hweetly Solemn 
Thou ght,” “Beyond the Smiling and the 
Weop ing,” and “Rock of Ages.” 
Rev. Dr. Du ncan delivered a short ad­ 
dress on the p ersonal qu alities of the de­ 
ceased, which was eloqu ently eu logistic, and 
Dr. Tu cker closed the sp oken p ortion of the 
ceremony with another address, in which 
he sketched Mr. Tilden s life and services, 
his qu alities of mind and heart, and p aid a 
glowing tribu te to the dead statesman mem­ 
ory. 
Eight of the emp loyes of Greystone car- 
rie 1 the 'casket to tho hearse, which was 
(oilowed to the train—three miles—by tu e 
family, and all the distingu ished attendants 
at the obsequ iea 
The p resident, his score 
tary, Governor Hill, and Mayor Grace did 
not go on to New Lebanon bu t took train 
ior New York after the fu neral, train had 
dep arted. 
The fu neral train consisted of several 
p alaco cars in one of which—the smoking car 
—the casket was p laoed u nder a < atafal ju *.

excitement 
which bee p revailed in Belfast for several 
days increases rather than diminishes, and 
a veritable reign of terror oxista 
Shortly before noon Su nday a formidable 
mob collected on the old bridge road and 
began indiscriminately to attack bu ildings, 
men. women and children, no p rovocation 
for the demonstration being ap p arent. The 
p olice were early on band, and p rofiting by 
the abu ndance of exp erience gained from 
the events of tbo p ast week, resorted to 
drastic measu res a t once, and op ened a 
fu siiade u p on the crowd, which qu ickly 
scattered. 
Some 
of 
the rioters were 
wou nded, bu t not seriou sly. 
In the afternoon crowds again assembled 
end a p anic seized the p eaceable inhabitants 
of the district, who attemp ted to escap e, 
bu t were set u p on and terribly beaten by 
riotera 
The m ilitary finally arrived and 
forced the mob the mob to fall back. 
Qu iet again reigned u ntil evening, when 
another mob filled the streets. 
Wineshop s 
were broken into and dru nkenness p re­ 
vailed. 
After several shop s had beeu p il­ 
laged, the m ilitary again ap p eared. 
They 
were greeted by stones from the rioters, 
and a t once op ened fire with deadly effect. 
Two rioters fell dead and au otber was 
fatally wou nded. 
Uttering bowls of rage, 
the mob slowly retired, leaving thirty or 
forty wou nded in the streets, who were 
taken to hosp ital» 
Most of those wou nded 
were treated and discharged. 
Twenty-six, 
however, were fou nd to be very severely 
wou nded and were retained. 
At midnight the m ilitary had fu ll con­ 
trol, bu t another ou tbreak in the morning 
is feared. 
The streets were still fu ll of p eo­ 
p le. 
More troop s are exp ected from Du b­ 
lin. 
L a t e r .—The total nu mber of killed is 
six. 
Nearly 200 were wou nded. 
Insp ector 
General of Police Reed and his escort were 
at one time p u t to flight by the riotera 
L o n d o n , Au g. 9 —The Times’ Belfast 
disp atch says at lea st a dozen p ersons were 
killed Su nday night 
The riot act was read 
before the p olice fired. 
There is scarcely a 
hou se on the Hbankbill road that does not 
contain a wou nded rioter. 
D u b l in, Au g. 9 —Urgent telegrams from 
Belfast were received a t Du blin castle » Su n­ 
day, in resp onse to which -*00 infantry, 
some of whom were enjoying fu rlou ghs in 
the city, were su mmoned together by bu gle 
calls, and marched throngh the streets with 
all p ossible haste to the railway station. 
There a sp ecial train awaited them and the 
detachment immediately dep arted for Bel­ 
fast. 
Another detachment, consisting of 
1,200 dragoons and the same nu mber of in ­ 
fantry, left a t 4 o’clock Monday morning. 
It is intended to p lace the constabu lary 
du ty of Belfast in the hands of the m ilitary, 
who will at once su p ercede the p olice, and 
who have been instru cted to stop a t noth­ 
ing shore of p reserving p erfect order.

tio ns o f the speech were read to him and he 
admitted saying nearly everything be was 
rspo rted to have said, bu t declared the 
speech was garbled and that the repo rter 
had been instru cted to take o nly the inflam­ 
mato ry sentences—a fact the repo rter, when 
examined, had admitted. 
Fielden said that 
repo rt was no t given full eno ugh to sho w 
his meaning, and that he co uld take a law­ 
yer’s speech befo re a ju ry and by treating 
it the way his speech bad been treated make 
an incendiary speech o f it 
After the cro ss-examinatio n was co n­ 
cluded the direct examinatio n was resumed 
and Atto rney Fo ster, fo r the defense, asked 
him to explain what he meant When be said 
there were premo nitio ns o f dauger in the 
preeent stele o f so ciety.

(b) oral, (c) objective; combined as far 
as practical, given large place in the 
lower departments.
